Bishop Finding 
Japs Turn To 
Christianity 
NEW’ YORK,—Bishop John B 
Bentley, former missionary 
to 
Alaska, now visiting missionary 
post* in the Orient, believes that 
in Japan there are sources o f 
strength in the Nippon Seikokwai 
(Holy Catholic Church in Japan) 
in that while it suffered terribly 
during the war. it is thoroughly 
indigenous, native, autonomous, 
independent. 
“The Church in Japan enjoys 
Japanese people.*’ Bishop Bently 
* said, ‘from the emperor to the 
man in the street, and of the oc­ 
cupation forces, from General 
MacArthur through the ranks.” 
“Japan is shaen to her foun­ 
dations." Bishop Bentley contin­ 
ued. “ Many of her older people 
will remain loval to the old 
faiths. Many of them have fallen 
away and will walk the rest of 
the way like a man walking in 
^ darkness. But the younger people 
have broken away and are eager 
to hear a new gospel. They will 
listen to the Christian Gospel, or 
to the gospel of communism or 
to any gospel that promises them 
rn new hope for the future. 
“ While the Church in Japan 
faces its greatest opportunity, its 
needs are also great. Some o f 
these can be, and should be, met 
by the Church in Japan. Some 
0 of them must be supplied by her 
lister churches overseas.” 
Concluding, Bishop Bent I e y 
■aid, “To evangelize Japan is the 
sole 
task

Church. Whatever contributes to 
that end should be kept and used.

FUNGUS infectio n o f the exter­ 
nal ear, previo usly believed to be a 
diso rder co nfined to tho se living in 
tro pic areas, is by no means un­ 
co mmo n in the United States to day . 
Fo r that reaso n, the war experi­ 
ence o f Dr. Ben L. Bry ant o f Lo s 
Angeles is helpful. In o ne 20-mo nth 
perio d he o bserved mo re than 4000 
cases o f this diso rder. He fo und 
that the usual metho d o f treatment 
cleared up the co nditio n fo r a time, 
but that patients invariably had a 
recurrence o f the diso rder within 
three to five weeks. 
Successful Treatment 
This experience has led to a mo re 
tho ro ugh-go ing and successful treat­ 
ment, aimed first at getting rid o f 
the 
seco ndary 
infectio ns 
which 
nearly alway s o ver-gro w the fungus 
and, afterwards, deal with the fun­ 
gus itself. 
Keeping the ear canal meticu­ 
lo usly clean is the first necessary 
step in treatment. This o ften re­ 
quires great patience o n the part 
o f the phy sician, since tho ro ugh 
cleansing o f a badly inflamed ear 
may take as much as 20 minutes. 
A tho ro ugh jo b can be do ne o nly 
by washing the ear canal by means 
o f a large metal sy ringe. There is 
no danger in this pro cedure if the 
ear canal is carefully and tho ro ugh­ 
ly dried afterwards. This must, 
ho wever, be do ne with a light hand 
so as to avo id further injury to the 
canal wall. 
When the Inflammatio n o f the 


serting a piece o f co tto n co vered 
with a sulfathiazo le o intment, and 
replacing it with a similar pledget 
after 24 ho urs, is usually sufficient 
to o verco me the difficulty . The piece 
o f co tto n sho uld fill the ear canal 
witho ut causing any painful pres­ 
sure. 
If the swelling o f the ear canal 
is marked and pimples have fo rmed, 
X-ray treatment may be advisable. 
May Be Painful 
Inflammatio n o f tha external ear 
canal may be so extremely painful 
that it is necessary to give so me 
pain-relieving substance until tht 
co nditio n subsides. 
A fter the inflam m atio n has 
cleared up, steps are taken to elimi- 
nate the fungus causing the diffi­ 
culty . The ear canal sho uld first be 
washed and then co mpletely dried. 
Ear dro ps, co ntaining bichlo ride o f 
mercury in alco ho l, may be put into 
the ear canal. Each day , fo r several 
day s, the ear canal must again be 
washed to get rid o f dead tissue 
cells which interfere with the actio n 
o f the antiseptics emplo y ed. The 
ear dro ps sho uld be emplo y ed fo r 
six weeks after all sy mpto ms hav a 
disappeared. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
C. B.: Will y o u please tell me 
so mething abo ut the cause o f numb­ 
ness in the hands? 
Answer: The numbness in the 
hands may be due to a number o f 
different co nditio ns, such as po o r 
circulatio n, disturbance in the blo o d 
vessels in the hands, as in Ray naud's 
skin is mo derate and there is o nly disease, o r in the nerves supply ing 
a slight swelling o f the tissues, in-1 the affected parts.

THE freest thing in the world is air, and 
next to it water. At least so Americans have 
been brought up to suppose. Now it begins 
to appear that part of our American heri­ 
tage may be dropping from our grasp. Pure 
drinking water, instead of being available 
everywhere, will be at a premium before 
long, says M, Allen Pond, senior sanitary 
engineer of the United States Public Health 
Service. 
The trouble is being brought on by pollu­ 
tion of natural waters, he told the National 
Citizens Conference for Community Plan­ 
ning at Oklahoma City. Another trouble is 
the growth of population and 
industry, 
while the supply of pure water remains at a 
standstill. 
Occasionally, in cities where the water­ 
works have broken down, the sight has 
been seen of wagons touring 
the streets. 


In the controversy over unification of the

DIET A N D HEALTH 


Treating a Painful Ear Infection 


By KERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M D. 


FUNGUS infection of the exter­ 
nal ear, previously believed to be a 
disorder confined to those living in 
tropic areas, is by no means un­ 
common in the United State* today. 
For that reason, tha war experi­ 
ence of Dr. Ben L. Bryant of Los 
Angeles is helpful. In one 20-month 
period he observed more than 4000 
cases of this disorder. He found 
that the usual method of treatment 
cleared up the condition for a time, 
but that patients invariably had a 
recurrence of th* diaorder within 
three to five weeks. 
Successful Treatment 
This experience has led to a more 
thorough-going and successful treat­ 
ment, aimed first at getting rid of 
the 
secondary 
infection* 
which 
nearly always over grow the fungus 
and, afterwards, deal with tha fun­ 
gus itself. 
Keeping the ear casal meticu­ 
lously clean is the first necessary 
step in treatm ent This often re- 
qu»res great patience on the part 
of the physician, since thorough 
cleansing of a badly inflamed ear 
may Uke as much as 20 minutes. 
A thorough job can be don* only 
by washing the ear canal by means 
of a large metal syringe, There is 
no danger in this procedure if th* 
ear canal is carefully and thorough­ 
ly dried afterward*. This must, 
however, be don* with a light hand 
so as to avoid further injury to th* 
canal wall. 
When the Inflammation of th* 
•kin is moderate and there is only 
a slight swelling of the tissues, in­ 


serting a piece of cotton covered 
with a sulfathiazol# ointment, and 
replacing it with a similar pledget 
after 24 hours, is usually sufficient 
to overcome the difficulty. Th* piece 
of cotton should fill tha ear canal 
without causing any painful pre*, 
sure. 
If th* swelling of th* ear canal 
is marked and pimple* have formed, 
X-ray treatment may be advisable. 
May Ba Painful 
Inflammation of tha axtem al ear 
canal may be so extremely painful 
that it is necessary to give eome 
pain-relieving subsUnc* until the 
condition subsides. 
A fter th* inflam m ation has 
cleared up, steps ara taken to tlimi- 
nit# the fungus causing the diffi­ 
culty. The ear canal should first ba 
washed and then completely dried. 
E ar drops, containing bichloride of 
mercury in alcohol, may ba put into 
the ear canal. Each day, for several 
days, th# ear canal must again ba 
washed to get rid of dead tissua 
cells which interfere with th# action 
of th# antiseptic* employed. Th# 
ear drops should be employed for 
six week# after all symptom* have 
disappeared.

Speed Up for Cabbage Seedlings 


By DEAN HALLIDAY 
Distrib uted b y Centra. Press Asso cia tio n 
C A BBA G ES make themselves 
at home in almost any soil and 
climate, but for best result* with 
them attention should he given to 
varieties adapted to different soils 
and seasons. 
Thanks to the plant breeders 
o ne 
can 
now 
obtain 
varieties 
which have been bred for re­ 
sistance to the cabbage disease 
known as yellows. They do not 
produce 
as 
uniform 
heads 
as 
standard cabbage varieties but 
a re useful for planting in soil 
that is known to be infected with 
yellows. 
Cabbages need a little help to 
get them started right and this 
calls for transplanting when they 
are seedlings. 
This can be done as soon as the 
seedling plants make their sec­ 
ond pair of leaves, as shown in 
the accompanying Garden-Graph. 
At this time lift them and trans­ 
plant into another seed bed o r 


flat, spacing them fcwr inches 
each way. 
When 
transplanting 
ca bba g e 
seedlings into the garden, spa ce 
them 18 to 24 inches apart with 
the rows about two feet a pa rt 
When cabbage plants are to be 
transplanted from the fla t into 
the ■ garden, it is a dv isa ble to 
water them a short time befo re 
lifting them. This wnl? make It 
possible to lift them with a ba ll 
o f moist soil clinging to their 
roots, as illustrated. 
Cabbage is growm a s a n early 
crop for spring a nd summer use 
and a s a late cro p fo r winter 
storage. 
They are gross feeders a nd re­ 
quire large amounts o f nitro g en 
and potassium, 
if the soil in 
which cabbages a >e planted ha s 
first been enriched with a pplica ­ 
tions o f manure o r a co mmercia l 
fertilizer, there will be a g o o dly 
increase in the cro p.

Speed Up for Cabbage Seedlings

C A B B A G E S make themselves 


at home in almost any soil and 
climate, but for best results with 
them attention should be given to 
varieties adapted to different soils 
and sea-tons. 
Thanks lo the plant breeders 


one 
can 
now 
obtain

bred for re­ 
sistance to the cabbage disease 
known as yellows. They do not 
produce 
a* 
uniform 
heads 
as 


standard 
cabbage varieties 
hut 


are useful for planting in soil 
that is known to be infected with 
yellows 
Cabbages need a tit tis help to 


get them started righ t and this 
calls for transplanting when they 
are seedlings. 
Tins can be done aa soon as the 


seedling plants make their sec­ 
ond pair of leaves, as shown in 
the accompanying Garden-Graph. 
At this time lift them and trans­ 
plant into another seed bed or 


fla t spacing them four inehes 
each way. 


When 
transplanting 
cabbage 


aeedlings into the garden, space 
them 18 to 24 inches ap art with 
the rows about two feet apart 
When cabbage plants are to be 


transplanted from the flat into 
the garden, It is auvisabie to 
water them a «hort time before 
lifting them. This will make it 
possible to lift them with a ball 
of moist sot! clinging to their 
roots, as Illustrated. 


Cabbage is grown as an early 


crop for spring and simm er use 
and as a late crop for winter 
storage. 
They are gross feeders and re­ 
quire large amounts of nitrogen 
and potassium, 
lf the 
soil m 


which cabbages a*c planted has 
first been enriched with applica­ 
tions of manure or a commercial 
fertilizer, there will be a goodly 
increase in the crop.
